dent’s Commission to 
Begin Investigation of 
Bituminous Coal In- 
dustry. 


Washington, December 31.—After 
preparing the way for beginning its 
investigation into* the bituminous 
coal industry, the president’s com- 
mission today adjourned its ses- 
sions. Rembrandt Peale, represent- 
ing tle operators, and John P. 
White, representing the miners, left 
for their homes to spend the holi- 
days, but Henry M. Robinson, rep- 
resenting the public, remained to 
guide the preliminary work, 

The staff of. assistants already 
has begun assembling statistical 
data for use in the inquiry, but 
public hearings will not begin un- 
til January 12. 

Tentatively the commission has 
decided not to assemble its facts 
by. the process of calling. coal 
miners and coal operators in person 
to testify at hearings, and it also 
has decided not to visit the princi- 
pal coal-mining centers. Instead, it 
will send out formal inquiries to 
representative coal-mining concerns 
in all of the various districts of 
the United States asking for cost

bodies and mining engineers. 
When this data has all been as- 
sembled, the representatives of the 
mimers and of the operators in each 
field will be called in .to present 
their arguments in open hearing.

DELAY IS FEARED 
OR PEACE TREATY 


Although January 6 Is 
Fixed as Day for Putting 
Treaty Into Effect, Fur- 
ther Postponement May 
Be Necessary. 


Paris, December 31.—Although the 


supreme council today fixed Janaury 
6 as the date for signing the proto- 
col and exchanging ratificatins of 
the German peace treaty, complica- 
tions are developing which it is 
thought by some persons in council 
circles may again cause the post- 
ponement of the ceremony of put- 
ting the treaty into effect. 

It has developed that the German 
technical delegates who are here 
to arrange the multitude of details 
connected with the plebiscites to be 
held in territories which must decide 
whether they desire to be detached 
from Germany, do not appear to 
have full power to act. The signing 
of the protocol on January 6, there- 
fore, may depend upon whether the 
Germans can secure those powers 
immediately, in order to complete 
the arrangements which it is 
thought in council circles ought to 
precede the -exchange of ratifica- 
tions. 

The fact that there are 80,000 Ger- 
man troops in upper Silesia, where 
a plebiscite is to be held, was 
brought to the attention of the 
council; which unanimously reached 
the opinion that Germany should 
be informed that the troops had 
better be withdrawn. 

The attention of the council also 
was called to the fact that Hunga- 
rian troops continue to occupy a 
part of western Hungary which was 
given to Austria by the peace treaty. 
It is proposed to send a mission of 
allied officers there to supervise the 
withdrawal of these troops. 

The council today agreed upon the 
reply to be made to Switzerland's 
application for -admission to the 
league of nations with reservations, 
The note informs the Swiss authori- 
ties that the coyncil regards the 
application as a.question for the 


league itself to pass upon when it is 


organized. 


Postpone Exposition 
By Manufacturers 
In Buenos Aires 


Washington, December 31.—Post- 
ponement from April to October of 
the National Exposition of Ameri- 
can Manufacturers in Buenos Aires 
was announced today by the man- 
agement in accordance with a sug- 
gestion by the United States Cham- 
ber of Commerce. The suggestion 
that the opening be deferred for a 
few months was caused by both

Of Ford Employees 
Further Enlarged 


Detroit, Decémber 3 ‘31. —An elabo- 
ration of its profit-sharing plan, 
whereby all employees will be ena- 
bled to purchase certificates of in- 
vestment inthe company guarantee 
to return 6 per cent ayear, and a dis- 
tribution of bonuses that will total 
between $6,0000,000 and $10,000,000, 
was announced today by the Ford 
Motor company. 

Approximately 90,000 employees of 
the Ford Motor company, and other 
interests of Henry Ford and his son, 
Edsel, it is announced, will be 
eligible to participate. In a state- 
ment accompanying the details of the 
new policy, it is announced that the 
two steps outlined constitute “only 
a beginning” and that “other plans 
for enlarging the income and in- 
creasing purchasing power of the 
dollar of our employees are under 
consideration.” 

The amount of the bonuses, which 
willbe in addition to the distribu- 
tion of profits under the original 
profit-sharing plan, will be based 
on an employee’s daily wage and 
length of service. They will range 
from $50 in the case of a worker 
in the company’s service three 
months and receiving the minimum 
wage of $6a day, to $270in the case 
ofthee workerw ith _ five years of 
service, and receiving a wage of 
$10.80 a day. Salaried employees re- 
ceiving more than $250 a month will 
particitate proportionately on the 
basis of the length and value of 
service. 

Investment Certificates. 

The certificates of investment 
will be issued in denominations of 
$100, $500 and $1,000, and are to be 
non-negotiable and non-assignable. 
They will be restricted to employees 
in the actual and active service of 
the company. 

The investment certificates are to 
to be purchased only with wages 
received from the company, or with 
the bonuses received; not more than 
one-third of the employee’s wages 
may be thus invested. 

While the certificates are not ne- 


gotiable and not assignable, it is 
provided they may he left standing 
in the name of a deceased employee, 
at the discretion of the diectors, to 
draw interest and payments for the 
benefti of his dependents.

Not‘only has the volume of busi- 
ness broken all records, but the 
character of the trading has mark- 
ed the year just closed as the most 
notable period in the réal estate his- 
tory of Atlanta. The good prices 
offered for property and the big 
rentals realized on new leases in 
Atlanta have been remarkable fea- 
tures of the trading. “ 

The speculator has almost entire- 
ly disappeared from the Atlanta 
market, but his place has been taken 
by the investor, the business man, 
the manufacturer and the home- 
seeker, all eager for space in the 
greatest of southern cities. The 
demand for central business proper- 
ty, for manufacturing and industrial 
sites and for Romes has been so 
brisk and consistent that the oper- 
ations of the speculator have not 
been missed from the market. 

The year has been a record-break- 
er also for the building operations 
in connection with the many realty 
sales and leases, and with a total of 
$10,450,130 in permits issued, Atlan- 
ta is believed to far outstrip any 
city in the south, if not in the coun- 
try, for the total building operations 
during the year of 1919, population 
considered. The figures named 
above break all previous records 
for this city, the best previous year 
being 1912, when $9,967,444 in per- 
mits were issued.

Strike and ensuing shortage and 


fuel restrictions, were met coolly 
and patriotically by Atlanta—co- 
operation with the authorities was 
abundant. Local strikes, such as 
the telephone operators’ strike, the 
Western Union employees’ strike, 
the railway shopmen’s walk-out, 
and others were amicably settled 
without causing irreparable dam- 
age to the city, as was the case in 
Sections of the country less for- 
tunate.

$918, 35 convictions were secured 
y the state. Six verdicts of not 
guilty were returned, and two mis- 
trials declared. Since the general 
assembly last summer passed the 
“indeterminate-sentence law,” it 
has been compulsory for a jury to 
fix a minimum and a maximum 
number of years in returning ‘the 
verdict on a felony case. Juries 
have not been inclined, it is de- 
clared, to give the maximum term 
of sentence in the cases where con- 
vietions were made. 
Extra Sessions Held. 

To complete the large amount of 
criminal business this year, extra 
sessions were held, over which 
prominent jurists from various 
sections of the state presided. In 
addition, Judge John D. Humphries, 
of this division, held afternoon an 
evening sessions in order to clear 
the docket. 

Another factor that made it pos- 
sible for the court to dispose of 
this record amount of business was 
the fact that instead of adjourning 
court for a two months’ vacation in 
the summer, court was only ad- 
journed for two weeks. 

Solicitor Boy®in and Assistant So- 
licitor E. A. Stephens have an- 
nounced their determination -to con- 
tinue their efforts to break up 
crime in Atlanta. A special effort 
is being made by them to get heavy 
sentences for automobile thieves. 


Many Auto Theft Trials. 


There is interest in the fact that 
in 1915, not a case in which a de- 
fendant was charged with automo- 
bile stealing was tried:in the Ful- 
ton superior court or was on the 
docket, while in 1919, 66 cases of 
automobile stealing were tried, 58 
of whom were found guilty, 6 not 
guilty and two were declared mis- 
trials, 

A total of 1,002 indictments were 
returned by the Fulton grand juries 
for 1919. Of this number 890 cases 
were disposed of during the year, 
leaving oniy 112 of the enormous 
number yet to be completed. 

Cases of this number tried were 
676; 156 cases were noll-prossed, as 
in cases where there appeared more 
than one indictment against a man. 
one case would be vigorously prose- 
cuted, and the others, in many cases, 
noil-prossed. There were only 54 
no-bills returned during the*year. 

Out of 43 assault to murder cases 
tried, 38 convictions were secured, 
and there were returned 5 verdicts 
of not guilty. 

Sensntional Introduction. 


_As a sensational introduction to 
the chapter of crime and accidents, 
serious or fatal, written in Atlan- 
ta’s history during 1919, on New 
Year’s morning Rev. Sirl Winches- 
ter shot and wounded Mrs. Mary C. 
Green, a pretty cashier, in the 
Winecoff hotel. 

The following day, January 2, C. 
H. Christy was: shot and killed by 
W. H. Albright, jealousy said to 
haye been the underlying cause. Al- 
bright was later given his freedom. 
Two days later, #. P. Mitchell was 
shot, but not fatally, while riding 
on a trolley car, his wounds be- 
lieved to have been inflicted by a 
bullet from theirifle of young boys 
who had been shooting near the 
scene of the accident. 

On January 5, an automobile ac- 
cident claimed as its victim FEF. C. 
Holley, a young man, who was in- 
stantly killed, and resulted in the 
severe injury of two others. 

A. H. Horner, a grocer, was shot 
and seriously injured on January 8&8 
by \negroes in his store, supposedly 
intent upon his robbery, but who 
escaped. On the same day Miss 
Essie Walker was seriously injured 
by a trolley car, followed on the 
next day by the death of E. J. 
Smith, an aged resident of Hape- 
ville, who was killed by a street 
car.

Claiming that resistance had been 
offered to officers who were ordered 
to seize ‘certain property at the 
home of J, H. Green, deputy sher- 
iffs shot and killed this aged man, 
and painfully injured his wife, say- 
ing that the act was committed in 
self-defense. Their contention was 
followed up almost immediately aft- 
er by the arrest of Mrs. Green for 
alleged assault on the officers.

The sensational killin® of John 

Moody, by Rush Irwin, who claim-

The Fairburn bank robbery and

Disinfection in the Home. 


Tincture of iodine immediately 
painted id swabbed ‘in and around a 
tresh cut or wound, followed by a 
suitable sterile dressing aseptically 
applied, constitutes the only anti- 
septic measure necessary in the 
first aid. The important part of 
this is asepsis. That means, not 
germ killing, but keeping germs 
out. It is the part which is most 
difficult for the untrained first 
aider or the untrained nurse to un- 


derstand. Popular faith in anything 
which is labeled “antiseptic” is 
childlike. The various dressing 
materials which may be purchased 
sterile, packed in impervious con- 
tainers, are no longer sterile after 
they have been removed from the 
impervious cantainers or touched 
by the fingers or touched by an in- 
strument of any Kind which is not 
sterile, 
There is too great adanger in 
ecarbolic acid and corrosive subli- 
mate (bichloride of mercury) té 
warrant the use of these poisons in 
the home. There is no advantage 
in their use which may not be had 
by the use of a comparatively harm- 
less antiseptic such as boric acid. 
. Probably the most efficient, the 
safest and the cheapest of all disin- 
fectants for use in. the home, shop, 
factory and office is one devised by 
United States public health service 
experts and Known as hygienic 
laboratory pine oil disinfectant. Any 
chemist or pharmacist .can prepare 
this disinfectant according to the 
formula and directions given in a 
free pamphlet (Reprint No. 304) 
“An Efficient Liquid Disinfectant” 
obtainable on request from the 
United States public health service, 
Washington, D. C. (sold for 6 cents 
& copy to non-residents). 
People who wish to market very 
expensive and often very inefficient 
disinfectants are fond of suggest- 
ing that the housewife should 
sprinkle or otherwise apply a dis- 
infectant to such “dark corners” as 
‘breed germs.” A housewife 
who eeps the dust from the room 
under® the couch or the whatnot 
might make such use of disinfec- 
tants. A real housekeeper may re- 
ly on ordinary cleanliness to pro- 
tect her family from germs. No dis- 
infectant can offer greater protec- 
tion than soap and water and el- 
bow grease and fresh air and sun- 
light. 
In the presence of disease in the 
house a disinfectant solution such 
as the one I have recommended be- 
comes a necessity for the purpose 
of disinfecting discharges from the 
body of the patient and for disin- 
fecting things polluted or soiled by 
such discharges (such as saliva), 
things which cannot be boiled or 
otherwise sterilized. 
There is no reason to suppose 
that disinfectant solutions offer‘any 
greater safety than soap and water 
for cleaning floors, walls or furni- 
ture in a sick room. There is much 
practical experience now. to indi- 
cate that the fumigation of sick 
rooms after the removal or recovery 
of the sick is a superfluous and a 
costly rite, irrespective of the 
character of the illness. Fumigation 
is the best way to destroy vermin 
in a room, building or ship. Itisa 
treacherous procedure to rely on for 
the destruction of disease germs.

ANSWER—Toxemia means poison 
in blood, so that it is as redundant 
to speak of “toxemia of the bléod”

ANSWER—Little is known about 
Little’s disease. It is supposed to 
be due to some inherited cause. The 
chiid is mentally backward, has 
spastic legs, scissors gait (legs tend 
to cross in walking), ataxic move- 
ments (like a drunken person) and 
more or less constant involuntary 
twitching and tremor of the hands. 
The outlook is not encouraging; the. 
condition is usually permanen*, 
though with growth and ite 
much improvement occurs.

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How State Selects 
Her Delegates to the 
National Convention 


De 


Ed Constitution: T want to in- 
quire of you regarding a matter that 
T am not informed about. I want 
to know how the committeemen or 
delegates to the national democratic 
convention Stee wi this 
year, The state ary will -not 
come off until after the convention 
will be held, therefore they cannot 
be named at a convention unless 
one is specially called. Please ad- 
vise me what method is usually pur- 
sued in selecting the state’s rep- 
resentation to the national conven- 
tion. B UFORD. 


The Constitution has received sev- 
eral inquiries similar to the above. 

Delegates to the democratic na- 
tional convention of: 1920 will be 
chosen in the manner to be pre- 
scribed by the democratic executive 
committee which usually meets the 
latter part of February or the first 
part of March, and the chairman of 
which is Hon. J. J. Flynt, of Grif- 
fin. 

The Georgia law fixes the date of 
the .primary: to wominate all state 
officers and under the state pri- 
mary law this primary must be held 
during the month of September. 

The national party convention is 
not held until once in every four 
years, and always during the}; 
months of June or July—so it be- 
comes necessary for the state com- 
mittee to make provision accord- 
ingly for the state’s representation 
at that convention and each com- 
mittee Is supreme in itself. 

The committee has full authority [ 
to order a general primary for the 
election either of delegates to a 
state convention or to provide for 
the “direct choice of delegates, to 
the national convention by primary 
vote. 

Both plans have been adopted in 
Georgia. Sometimes the primary 
nomindtes the national convention 
delegates, and at other times only 
delegates to a state convention are 
chosen, they in turn selecting the 
national delegates. The state pri- 
mary for this purpose is usually 
held in the spring—a,month or so 
in advance of the national conven- 


tion. 

The state chairman usually issues 
his call for the meeting of the state 
committee soon after the national 


committee fixes the time and place 
for the national convéntion. The 
national committee meets in Wash- 
ington for this purpose on Jan- 
wary 38.

with this bureau. I cannot believe 
that any state or other political 
division will consciously bring dis- 
credit upon itself by failure to re- 
spond.promptly to its full legal and 
moral responsibilities of initiative 
and co-operation in connection with 
the enforcement of the national pro- 
hibition act.

A youngster was assigned to pitch 
the opening game for Norfolk 


against the Portsmouth club of the 
Virginia league in 1900, It was the 
rookie’s first game in professional 
company. He was nervous and 
passed the first three batsmen with- 
out getting in a strike, the fourth 
batsman hit out a three-bagger. 

In the first inning five runs were 
scored. Cries of “Put him out,” 
"Can him,” “Get a pitcher in the 
game,” eame from the fans, and the 
youngster was dead willing to quit. 
The manageér came tohim and, plac- 
ing his hand in a kindly way upon 
his shoulder, said: 

“Boy, you have the stuff, but you 
are nervous. You are going to get 
over that in an inning or so, and I 
am geoing tolet you finish the game, 
if Portsmouth makes a hundred 
runs.” 

Norfolk Won. 

The big lad finished the game and 
Portsmouth never put over another 
run. Norfolk won by ascore of 6 to 
5. ‘Had that youth been chased to 
cover; perhaps the game would never 
have had a Mathewson, for the re- 
cruit was Christy Mathewson, and 
John (Phenomenal) Smith was the 
manager. Christy wonabout all his 
games for Norfolk that season and, 
under the tutelege of Smith, was 
shaped to do the wonderful stunts 
he performed for the New York Na- 
tionals the following season. 

In Jess than a year: the name of 
Mathewson was on every lip, and 
the great hurler gives John Smith 
credit for keeping him in the game: 
Matty is positive that he would have 
quit pitching if he proved a failure 
in that game. 2 
“Phenomenal” Smith. 
who was John Smith? To- 
day few, if any,fans remember or 
even heard of John Smith. Thirty 
years ago it was “Phenomenal” 
Smith, the most sensational left- 
hander in the game, for back in the 
eighties and nineties Smith was re- 
garded as a real phenomenon, for 
the reason that he had developed 
curves and drops which were almost 
uncanny because of the unusual 
break they took. Smith was using 
stuff away beyond his generation; he 
possessed a ‘““drop” which equaled 
the one “Dutch” Leonard uses 
today. 


Now, 


Pitehed Curves. 

It was an acknowledged fact that 
when Smith was at the crest of his 
ability as a hurler, he could produce 
the most astonishing curves of any 
hurler in the game, Many of the fa- 
mous pitchers of that time were 
noted for one particular curve or 
drop. Buffington, Ramsey, Mike 
Morrison, for instance, were famed 
for using a wonderful down-shoot. 
McCormack and Billy Rhfnes, with 
Joe McGinnity, used a “rise” ball 
which was regarded as a phenom- 
Smith was 
master of every known curve. 


foothold in.the majoras, as usual, in 
a case like Smith’s his fame was 
8o widespread that when he caught 
on with a big team the old heads 
wanted to show him up as @ coun- 
terfeit. * a trial with the Brook- 
lyn team June 17, 1885, agmainst the 
St. Louis Browns, his backing failed 
to work and made 21 errors, the 
shortstop making seven, Smith 
walked off the field. The 
thing happened when the Athletic 
club gave Smith a trial. 
hurlers were jealous of the young 
pitching marvel. 

Smith had no kindly hand éxtend- 
ed to him when he was trying to 
break into the big game. He never 
forgot the above mentioned inci- 
dents. He remembéred them when 
he laid his. hand on the shoulder of 
the big lad down in a Virginian 
ball yard 20 years afterwards He 
remembered them when he faced 
these same teams when he was at 
the zenith.of his prowess. The rec- 
ord given here will illustrate how 
“Phenomenal” Smith used the teams 
that turned him down. 

With Newark Club. 


It was with the Newark club in 


1885 and 1886 that Smith won na-. 


tion-wide fame. Newark had a 
splendid team and after the signing 
of Smith, were in great demand in 
exhibition games and played about 
20 during the two seagons 
Smith was with the team,*the great 
southpaw pitching 14 of them. 

In games against the Athletic 
club, one of the outfits that did its 
best to show Smith up, the bats- 
men of that aggregation were at the 
mercy of Smith, making three hits, 
four hits and one hit respectively in 
the three games, and to make it 
strong Smith fanned 33 men, One 


of Smith’s most noteworthy games 


was when he met the Providence 
club, champions of the world, and 
held them to three hits, shut them 
out and fanned 15 batsmen. Perhaps 
the greatest piece of pitching Smith 
ever pulled off was against the Bal- 
timore club, when that organization 
was a big league outfit. It was the 
nearest to a perfect game 
pitched The only break was. in 
passing a batsman, but Smith 
caught him napping. Newark played 
a perfect game, 
out in succession. Smith fanned 16, 
and not a ball was hit outside of the 
diamond,

Those who follow the English 
ring closely are a unit in saying 
it has not had a real heavyweight 
champion in-the last thirty years. 

Not since the days of Jem Mace

sent a man to this country who 
could match up with the best of the 
Americans. ? 

These who know laugh when any 
one suggests that Joe Beckett, 
whipped by Georges Carpentier the 
other day, compares in any way 
with the old and famous champions 
like Mace and Mitchell. 

After the latter two stepped out 
of the fighting world there came 
@ crop of*heavyweights who did 
nothing to distinguish themselves. 

Seventeen years ago, or in 1902, 
to be exact, after Mace and Mitch- 
ell disappeared from the English 
arena, Jack O’Brien, an American 
light heavyweight, went over there 
and whipped all comers. . 

Leaving England, due to lack of 
any worthy opposition, O’Brien left 
the field there in possession of 
Bombardier Wells, who posed as a 
wonderful fighter for a little while. 

When Wells was at the zenith of 
his fame, Georges Carpentier, a 17- 
year-old French taddie, came into 
the arena and, finding no worthy 
opponent in France, he challenged 
the Englishman to meet him on neu- 
tral soil, 

Wells aecepted the challenge and 
named Brussels, the Belgian capital, 
as the battleground. : hat place 
suited Carpentier, and when 
met the Frenchman put the Bombar- 
dier down and out in exactly forty- 
five seconds. 

A little later the Bombardier 
came to America to meet Frank 
Moran and this time he lasted nine 
rounds. ? 

Later Wells met other American 
heavyweights, but went out so often 
and early in all his fizhts that soon

Cash Trading Heavy On 
New York Stock Market 


BY R. L. BARNUM

. New York, December 31.—Next to the continued strength in the 
face of high time and call money the most interesting development of 
the day in the stock market was the record-breaking volume of cash 
transactions which appeared on the tape. During the early trading 
almost every other quotation represented a cash sale. 

Ordinarily on the last day of the year there will frequently appear 
on the tape such quotations as pay 100 or 500 or 1,000 shares of Penn- 
sylvania, followed by the letter C. That means that instead of waiting 
for Friday to deliver the stock and turn over the check in payment 
both the stock and check are turned over today. A change in partner- 


'ship, and many were reported today, might bring about cash gains. 


Such bookkeeping sales are usually made to establish profits by firms 


and estates. Today’s large volume of cash sales, however, represented 


| transactions made in connection with income tax payments. 


General Upward Movement. 

On the belief that the market had beceme oversold, and hence was 
in a position to advance ‘for technical reasons, if for no other, shorts 
continued today to cover, causing a general upward price movement, 
with violent advances in a number of specialties. American Woolen, 


General Motors and American Sugar were the leaders. 

One of the best posted and straightest-thinking investment bankers 
in Wall street, in discussing today the outlook for the future, said he 
expected high money rates to continue in Wall street until at least the 
middle of January, and for a much longer period in general mercantile 
trade circles. He. expects a temporary recovery in the stock market, 
followed by more uncertainty. As for bonds, he is looking forward to a 
good market on the grounds that good bond buying will be brought 


about by the very conditions named above. He is optimistic regarding 

the investment attractiveness of well selected railroad bonds. He also 

believes that our government issues offer a most attractive invest- 

ment for those who-are looking for a combination of income and safety. 
"Wall Street Gossip. 

With the closing of the stock exchange at 3 o’clock today all high 
records were broken for million share days ahd for the total number of 
bonds and stocks traded in. For 1919 there were 145 days when trans- 
actions in stocks reached or exceeded a million shares. The next 
highest record was the 114 for 1906; the third, 105 days in 1905, and 
fourth 77 days in 1916. . 

This year’s turnover in stocks climbed up to 316,000,000 shares, 
against 286,000,000 for 1906, the previous high record, and 265,000,000 
for 1905, the third largest annual turnover. In 1916 the figures were 
235,000,000, but in no other year in the history of the exchange did 
the trading reach 200,000,000 shares. In bonds the turnover was 
$3,800,000,000, against last, year’s high record of $2,047,000,000 and 
$1,062,000,000 for 1917. 

It was learned today that the number of bonds to be called next 
month will amount to $45,000,000. These bonds are largely those of 
industrial companies which are going to use war profits to pay off 
er pre bonds bearing fixed charges. The largest single issue is. 

15,090,000 Studebaker 7 per cent bonds, which do not fall due until 1929. 

Foreign Exchange Lower. 


Foreign exchange was a little lower today, but the volume of 
business handled was very small. 

During the past few months the decline in our Liberty loan issues 
has been the talk of the banking world, as well as among the millions 
of small investors who have placed their savings in these securities. 
To many the decline is understandable, but to the majority it is beyond 
comprehension. The security in back of these bonds is without ques- 
tion all that could be desired, and today our government bonds stand 
up as the premier securities of the entire world. The decline in prices | 
is mainly a question of supply and demand. In connection with the 
prices now being quoted for United States government bonds the range 
of prices for British securities for 1919 makes a very interesting 
comparison. 

Consols,. for a long time previous to the war considered the pre- 
mier security of the world, sold during the past year at 49%, which 
was the lowest price since 1798, when, during the years of the French 
war, they sold as low as 47%. 

That price was the lowest on record. The highest price at which 
British consols ever sold was 113%, in 1896. Besides the decline in 
consols, other British bonds also show large declines. 

Apprehension Felt. 

There were two points regarding which apprehension was expressed 
over today’s stock market. One was that the last minute rush of 
sellers for “cash,” who had heretofore neglected selling their stocks for 
income tax purposes, would seriously depress prices. The other was 
that the volume of these cash sales, necessitating heavy ‘borrowing 
among brokers in order to make the necessary payments before 3 
o'clock, would result in extremely high money rates. Yet in the face 
of these possibilities the market was remarkably strong. The fact is

VAGOROUS BUYING 


IN YEAR-END LIST 


25 Per Cent Rate for De- 


mand Loans Fails to 
Halt Advance in Wide 


Variety of Shares on 
Wednesday.

New York, December 31.—On the 
stock exchange the final session of 
a memorable year was attended by 
a vigorous buying movement. The 


advance comprehended an unusual 
variety of issues and was almost 
uninterrupted in the face of a 25 
per cent rate for demand loans, an 
utter lack of time money and yet 
another rise in discounts by the 
Federal Reserve bank. 

An unusual feature of the ex- 
tensive dealings was the heavy cash 
selling of ‘many popular issues, this 
being necessary to establish in- 
come tax returns for the expiring 
year. 

Among the factors which con- 
tributed visibly,to the upward surge 
of the market was the announce- 
ment of the United States Steel cor- 
poration of its intention to adhere 
to the schedule of prices fixed by 
the war industges board last 
March. 

General news pertaining to the 
steel industry was again very en- 
couraging. It was pointed out, 
however, by trade authorities that 
the expected demand for rails and 
railway .equipment is likely to pre- 
clude the acceptance of orders for 
other finished products. 

Steels and equipments were the 
outstanding features of the session 
at extreme gains of 2 to almost 10 
points, but their leadership was dis- 
puted at times by oils, motors and 
specialties. ' 

Foremost among the latter was 
American Woolén, which added 17% 
points to its recent spectacular ad- 
vance, though forfeiting a consid- 
erable part of its gain in the final 
hour, when realizing for profits was 
in active progress. 

The bond market was strong on 
another large turn over, Liberty is- 
sues and international war flota- 
tions sharing in the general im- 
provement.

Federal Reserve 


Predicts Decline 


In Living Prices 


Readjustment Imminent, 
Following General Anx- 
iety, Board Says—Real 
Estate Values Checked 
in Many Places. 


. Washington, December 31.—Gen- 
eral anxiety prevails throughout 
American business concerning the 
continued advance in prices and a 
readjustment appears imminent, the 
federal reserve board reported to- 


night in its review of December 
business conditions. 

Through the board’s statement the 
inference Was strongly given that 
a reduction in prices is due because 
of arecognized curtailment of buy- 
ing power, coupled with a lack of 
unanimity of opinion as to what 
the future holds. 

While retail trade shows great 
activity and wholesalers and manu- 
facturers wére represented as being 
unable to supply the demand, the 
great growth in business was shown 
to hove been in terms of dollars ‘and 
not in units of production. High 
wages for labor further compli- 
cated the situation, according to 
the board’s review. 

Practically every federal reserve 
district reported that “skilled labor 
was working only sufficient days to 
Keep going,” resulting in a conse- 
quent falling off in production. 

In face of heavy demands, cau- 
tious manufacturers were described 
as disinclined to commit themselves 
far in. advance. Credits have been 
shortened and, uncertainty as to 
changes which may come within the 
next three months is forestalling 
the expansion in trade naturally to 
be_expected as the nation gets back 
more nearly to its peace-time ‘activ- 
ity. The high cost of living was 
referred to as an “unquestionable 
menace.” 

The board noted that real estate 
values in hundreds of communities 
seemed to have reached the peak, or 
at least, the rise has been checked. 
This was said to be particulalr 
true of the Chicago district. Wit 
the stoppage in the rise of real es- 
tate values, building operations are 
expected to be stimulated. 

‘The Atlanta district.” the repert 
said, “reports that conditions dutr- 
ing the past month have been fa- 
vorable to the production of naval 
stores and that receipts have ac- 
cordingly been well maintained, 
Prices have been stable and the 
prospects are that they will go no 
lower this season. Domestic de- 
mand is very large and labor con- 
ditions are not unsatisfactory.”

The latter stood six feet two 
and one-half inches and was not 
only the strongest pugilistof his 
time, but the old-time writers de- 
clared him to have been the strone- 
est conditioned man that eVer en- 
tered the prize ring. 

Bendtgo’s last battle was with 
Tom Paddock, whom he defeated in 
forty-nine rounds at Mildenhall] in 
18590. 

The old-time fighters in England 
were continually in jail for breaking 
the peace following their battles, 
“or Bendigo was no exception to the 
rule, 

When he was in prison for the 
twenty-eighth time, Bendizo was 
Sirongly moved by a sermon deliv- 
ered by the prison chaplain; on his 
release he embarked on a new ca- 
reer, that of an evangelist. His 
curious phraseology and aquvuaint 
method of expressing himself drew 
vast crowds to his meetings in Lon- 
don and other big cities. He settled 
down to live at Nottingham, where 
he was greatly respected, and died 
there in 1880. 

On June 2, 1891, a memorial to the 
old fighter was set up at Notting- 
ham, a huge crowd of curious gort of 
people who had known Bendigo as 
a bruiser, saloonkeeper and preach- 
er attending the unveiling ceremony.

ON BUTTER FAT BASIS 


Henry Branham _ Explains 
Why Proposed Method Is 
Fairest of All. 


A joint meeting of the board of 
control of the Georgia Milk Pro- 
ducers’ association, with the asso- 
ciation members, was held Wednes- 
day in the assembly hall of the 


Chamber of Commerce building, at 
which the desirability of arranging 
prices of milk on a butter fat ba- 
sis, rather than on the haphazard 
basis that now disregards quality, 
was the main topic of discussion. 

The object of the meeting was to 
hear a report from the sh 
appointed at the last meeting 
the association to arrange a price 
on milk. This‘ committee reported 
that it had been unable to com- 
municate with more than one or 
two of the wholesale dealers in At- 
lanta. This committee proposed ‘to 
take a “step, declared to be the 
most forward step in the selling 
of milk ever taken in Atlanta; that 
is, to sel! milk on a butter fat ba- 
sis, the basis being 4 per cent, pay- 
ing a little more for milk from 4.5 
per cent on up to 6 per cent butter 
at. 


The Only Fair Way. 


“This is really the only fair way | 


that milk can be sold,” said Henry 
Branham, of the state agricultural 
department, in discussing the &itua- 
tion, “and is the way it is sold in 
most of the large cities of the Unit- 
ed States. 

“If the Georgia Milk Producers’ 
association will sit steady in the 
boat and the dealers show any ap- 
preciation of efforts to get a fair 
standard, conditions will be greatly 
helped for consumers and the city 
of Atlanta.’+ The pubfic ought to, 
and doubtless will, stand: with the 
producers demanding the sale of 
milk on a butter -fat basis.

“America’s workers stand ready 
in the new year as in the past to 
do their full duty as American citi- 
zens. We have always placed our 


obligations as citizens above all else. 
As citizens We are true to the Amer- 
ican ideal of equal opportunity for 


all. 

“In the past we have found it 
necessary to fight for that ideal 
against agencies that sought‘to es- 
tablish special privilege. Those 
fights have not been in defense of 

class advantages, but to assure ‘to 
wage earners the rights and oppor- 
tunities that all should possess. Our 
struggles may have brought dis- 
comfort to others, but they prevent- 
ed a greater evil—deterioration of 
the virility of a part of the na- 
tion. 

“The great struggle of labor in 
the past has been to assure to work- 
ers in their industrial relations the 
rights of free citizens. We have 
fought to give the ideal of Ameri- 
ca dominating influence in shops 
and foctories. Our militant strug- 
gle has won general recognition for 
our demands. But our work is not 
all militant. We are in a position 
to contribute to the improvement of 
Eeeen processes. and organiza- 
tion. 

“The immediate problem of the 
world is to develop a production 
organization that will benefit di- 
rectly those who are the real pro- 
ducers and will also serve the needs 
of starving nations. When assured 
of just dealings America’s workers 
are able’ to Keep in freeing produc- 
tion from the preventing grasp of 
speculators and influences that 
manipulate industry to enrich a few 
who gain unfair advantage, thus 
preventing productions for the ruin 
of all. 

“This is a big jobs but it is essen- 
tial for well grounded development 
in the years to come. It is essen- 
tial to that ideal which is America 

- equal opportunity for all. 
America’s workers will do their full 
share in working out all our coun- 
try’s problems.

Automobile thefts have reached 
an.alarming figure in Fulton coun- 
ty and are yet on the increase, 
according to officials. Solicitor Boy- 
kin has gone before three grand 
Juries and advocated drastic steps 
to break up the practice. The dock- 
ets are becoming cumbered with 
cases of alleged automobile thefts, 
but by far the larger 
of the criminals are 
uncaught,. 

At a previous session of the grand 
jury the epidemic of car thievery 
was taken up with a remedy as 
the end im view, and R. lL. Fore- 
man, a member of that body, was 
appointed to find out how other 
States are dealing with this prob- 
lem and to arrange for a confer- 
ence meeting with all these facts 
before it. 

The traffic in stolen cars is giv- 
ing most concern to officials, and 
it is understood that the grand jury 
will recommend legislation which 
will destroy the market for such 
machines and will extend to com- 
pel garages which handle second- 
hand cars to take out licenses to 
do so. 

In Pennsylvania owners of such 
cars are compelled to register them 
with the proper state authority, and 
it is said that possession of a car 
which has not been reported con- 
stitutes prima facie evidence on 
which a person may be convicted 
of owning a stolen car. 

It is po'nted out that if Geor- 
gai had a law which would require 
all purchasers of used cars. to im- 
mediately report the purchase to; 
the secretary of state and provide 
a stiff penalty for failure and re- 
quire each person in selling a used 
car to supply a bill of sale show- 
ing 2 complete chain of title back 
to the original sale by the auto- 
mobile company, the practice of 
stealing cars would = materially 
diminish. ;

way was today bought by C. M. 
Killian, of Valdosta, who will take 
charge of the property on Thurs- 
day. Mr. Killian made an offer for 
the railway several days ago, which 
was accepted at a meeting held at 
Jacksonville Tuesday between him- 


self and J. G, Cranford, representa- 
tive of the estate of the late Sen- 
ator W. S. West, and F. W. Hoyt, 
representative of the estate of the 
late Eugene West, owner of the 
property. 

The transfer to Mr. Killian in- 
cludes the four miles of trolley line, 
cars, round house and machinery of 
every kind but none of the real 
estate holdings. No announcement 
as to the nature of the street rail- 
way system has yet been made by 
the new owner, except the state- 
ment that he bought the property 
on the basis of its junk value, but 
that his civic pride in Valdosta 
Prompts him to hope that a reor- 
Sanization of the system may be 
made and the line may be continued 
in operation with improved equip- 
ment and service. 

The future of the system has been 
in an uncertain condition since the 
the deaths of Eugene West and his 
brother, W. S. West, who built the 
line.
